Few men were, better known and more 


prominent in (.he business and social 
circles of the Belle City than David Law- 
ton.

who by his actions won hundreds of 
warm friends, all of whom will sincerely 
regret to learn of his demise. 


Born in England. 


Deceased was horn in Leigh, Lanca- 


shire, England. November '211, lS:i,"i, and 
Ills parents were John and Margaret 
(Allen) -Lawton, wiio came to America 
in 1842, bringing their son David with 
them, and locating at Sylvania, nine 
miles west of this city. At the time 
David was hut seven years old., lie grew 
to manhood on the farm and obtained 
his education in the district schools. At 
the time he came Wisconsin was a terri- 
tory, only surveyed a .-hurt time pro-,, 
vious and the country was absolutely 
new so far as civilization was concerned. 
Indians were here, but, left a year after 
tli« Lawtons settled.

BETTER PAY FOR SOLDIERS 


Secretary T-»ft Says Small Remuneration 


is the Main Cause for Shortage, Last 


Year's Loss Being 4,428. 


WASHIXGTOX. D. C, Jan. G—Sec- 


retary Taft is a strong advocate of in- 
creased pay for tho army and his annual 
report, just sent to congress, completely 
dispels any doubt that may exist as to 
the secretary's position. The report be- 
3in» with a formidable presentment of 
figures showing tlie rapid decrease in the 
strength of the regular army in recent 
years (the loss last year being no less 
than 4,428 men) and the pressing need 
of officei* to replace those now detailed 
on recruiting duty or as niilitary in- 
structors in educational institutions. 
The secretary declares that while many 
reasons have been advanced to explain 
the difficulty, a sufficient one is to be 
found in the inadequacy of army pay. 
"I think it quite probable." he says, 
"that an increase in the pay of the en- 
listed men. including considerable addi- 
tional inducement for men to reenlist 
and such reasonable increase in the pay 
of noncommissioned officers as would 
stimulate men to remain in the service 
and to qualify themselves for these high- 
er positions, would leave a markedly 
beneficial effect upon the recruitment of 
the army." 


The regular arrny last year lost 131 


officers and 26,310 enlisted men and, al- 
though it was, a year of peace. 14 of the 
officers and 35S of the men were killed 
in action or died of wounds and disease.

CULTIVATION OF SAUERKRAUT. 


KENOSHA, Jan. 3.—The mystery sur- 


rounding the death of .Mary H. Swollen- 
werok, who was .found dying at the home 
of her brother, Michael Stollenwerck, in 
the town of Paris, northeast of Kenosha, 
early Tuesday morning, is still unsolv- 
ed. At the request of the district attor- 
ney, the coroner's jury late last evening 
returned an open verdict, finding thiit 
the woman died from a fracture of the 
skull. Tho jury declined to go into the 
cause of the fracture of tho skull, claim- 
ing that any cause that they might us- 
aign would be a speculative one andjnot 
based on evidence. The 
inquest 
Has 


been adjourned until next Monday, and 
in the meantime the district attorney 
will make further investigations. 


It is said that Misx Stollenwerck had 


not been well the past few weeks and 
had seemed in a despondent mood at 
time*. She prepared the morning meal 
us usual Tuesday, and after she had tak- 
en 
some 
hot water to 
her 
brother, 


Michael, to wash the cream separator, 
sh« found it was not enough and told 
her brother she would get some more.' 
Af,ter waiting some time Michael, seeing 
•he did not return, went to look for her; 
not linding his sister in the kitchen he 
went to her room «nd there saw her on 
the floor dying. He immediately called 
Dr. Omphelt from Somers, but death had 
occurred before his arrival. Deceased is 
survived by her father and mother, four 
brothers and one sister, and they will 
have the sincere sympathy of all in their 
deep affliction.1 The funeral was held 
from St. John's church at Paris Corners 
at ten o'clock this morning.

Physicians Give Testimony.

Early yesterday morning Coroner An- 


1 dre and Dr. (Jeorgc K. Thompson com- 
pleted the post-mortem examination of 
the remains, and their decision was that 
death wad caused by a fracture of the 
skull. The stomach of the woman was 
removed and the. contents examined, but 
only the slightest odor of carbolic acid 
was found; Coroner Andre said that in 
his opinion not more than a couple of 
drops of the acid had- reached the stom- 
ach, not enough to cause death. 


Dr. Thompson ut the inquest testified 


that the cause of death was a fracture 
of the skull, caused hy striking or being 
struck with something of a blunt nature. 
Dr. G, A. Almfclt of the town of Somers, 
who was first called 
to 
the 
Stollen- 


werck house, after the finding of the 
body, testified that the woman was dead 
when he reached her and that it was ev- 
ident from the appearance of the body 
that she had died a violent death of sonic 
sort, but

thought that she had died from poison- 
ing.

;bolic acid about the body,

Michael Stollenwerck told him that he

They have Been Imprisoned in Shaft 


Ever Since Dec. i. 


SALT LAKK CITY, Utah, .Ian. 3.- 


Advices from Kly, Nev., state that prob- 
ably ten days more will be required be- 
fore the rescuers reach Brown. McDon- 
ald and l!ail«y. the three miners who 
have benii imprisoned since December 1 
in the Alpha shaft of the Giroux mine at 
Ely. 
It is likely that the men will have 


been six weeks in their tomb-like prison 
before they can be freed. They are able 
to talk with their rescuers over the mine 
telephone and declare that they are very- 
well satisfied with their quarters and 
that there is no particular hurry about 
getting them out. Water and food is 
sent down to the men through a six foot 
pipe, and they have considerable room 
far i-xereiso. Air is constantly forced in 
to them. To while away the time the 
men 
occasionally 
hold vocal 
concerts, 


singing over the telephone wires for the 
benefit of those 0>ove. 


Within a. few minutes after the acci- 


dent Hailcy communicated with the up- 
per level by telephone, giving instruc- 
tions that probably saved their lives. 
Then the wire was broken by another 
cave-in.

tion was re-opened by means of a six 
inch water pipe.

Evening Wisconsin: A question is now 


before the board of food and drug in- 
spection at Washington upon which the 
effectiveness of the pure food law seems 
to binge. Secretary Wilson deems the 
outcome of the board's deliberations so 
important that he has requested every 
member to prepare a brief setting forth 
bis individual views as to the matter. 
The chemists of the board arc also ex- 
pected to express in simple and under- 
standable language their reasons for de- 
nominating the. article whose proper lab- 
cling under the terms of the pure food 
law is the bone of contention. 


The manufacturers of a glucose synip 


have for years been selling their product 
as corn syrup. 
The chemists have re- 


ported to the board that this corn syrup 
is clear plucose, and have recommended 
that it be labeled as such. The manu- 
facturers admit the 
character of their 


product but appeal for especial considera- 
tion on the ground that they have by 
expensive advertising and promotion of 
other kinds established a heavy demand 
for corn syrup which would fail off im- 
mediately were they to label their prod- 
uct glucose in-tead of corn syrup. They 
;et up in their defense the claim that 
corn syrup is only another name for glu- 
cose, and that in using the term they 
are not deceiving the consumer.

DEATU OF CHIEF JUSTICE CASSODY 


The death-of-Chief Juisticc Casiroday • 


deprives the state of one of its foremost 
jurists and an able, upright citizen. Ap- 
pointed in 1880 by Governor Smith to 
succeed Chief Justice Ryan, he has been 
continued in office by the people and at 
all times his decisions have been model- 
ed upon justice, the equities, and a keen 
perception of what was due to the-peop.e 
of the state. 


He succeeded to the chief justiceship m 


1905 upon the death of the then- Chief 
Justice Orton by virtue of being the old- 
est justice on the bench. Though Re- 
publican in politics, he was entirely non- 
partisan on the bench and enjoyed the 
thorough 
respect of 
all citizens 
and 


among the members of the legal profes- 
sion stood in the highest repute. Tho 
desceased justice was a, member of the 
assembly in 1864 and in 1376, the latter 
term serving as speaker. 


He came to the state in 1857 and was 


a resident of Janesville for many years, 
in that city first becoming a member of 
the bar. His judgment was excellent and 
ever unclouded by any personal feelinga, 
and his decisions were accepted as com- 
ing from a mind gifted and earnestly de- 
sirous' of maintaining the full 'dignity of 
his profession. 


The, deceased chief justice will be suc- 


ceeded by Justice John B. Winslow of 
Racine, who was first appointed in 1891 
to succeed Justice David Taylor, being 
chosen by the people at a regular elec- 
tion to succeed himself in 1885.

Prof. Burgess Urges Closer Alliance Be- 


tween Lfs and Germany. 


C1HCACO. Dec. HI.- After 
declaring 


that his speech did not officially reflect 
the views of either President Roosevelt 
or the German emperor. Prof. John _W. 
Burgess, first. Roosevelt exchange profes- 
sor lo del-many, made a strong plea last 
night for a clo'se oll'ensive and defensive 
alliance between the United States and 
Germany in an address lo the Germanic 
society of Chicago.
